As was requested of him, he provided the 
Forms 44, 89, autodiography, and photograph. 


2. be undersigned estadiisned contact with Subject by phone on 
2 Septerbder and arrangements were rade to interview him on the following 
@ay. Ee vas interviewed in the Undersigned's Philacelrhia hotel room 
on 3 Septezber 1964. 


3. The following was obtained from AYRON durirg the interview: 


a. Subject, of Jevish descent, was born in 1917 in the USA. ; 
Gubdect's father, whose original name had been : 


Philip AMROMIM 


care to the USA in 1905/05 at the age of approximately 15, Pnilip 
AMRCAIM's parents stemmed from the COMEL area. At the tine of his 
exigration to the USA, he was accompenied by his rother (his father 
died sometime prior thereto), and by the following brothers and sisters: 
Levis, Willy, Ave (who has since died), Moris, Minnie (now married 

to LADEN), Pearl, and Max. All of Sudject's father's brothers 

except for Max, are butchers by occupation, including Subject's 

fether. Max sraduated from CCHY and tecame a structural engineer; 


he bss an office on 43rd Street and his firm is called the Amron 
Associates. 


b. | Subject's mother, also of Jewish descent, cane to the USA 
in 191. (or 1913). Her older sister, Fennie, is rarried to (fnu) 
COHEN who is presently retired and living in Florida. Ser sister, - 
Ruth, married Max AMRON. Her brother, Hyman HORLIK, who arrived ; ‘ 
in the USA only in 192, owns a liquor store in Bayoane, New Jersey. . 
Subject's mother has another sister (nu) who is presently living in 
Florida. Subject's mother has one brother vho is still living in 


the USSR. ae a Oe, 
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ce At the time of Subject's birth, Subject's father was 
employed in the Brooklyn shipyards. However, he changed jobs 
frequently and was subsequently emplored on a farm near New 
Brunswick, then in a shoe factory as a cutter, then as a butcher, 
and finally became active in a Jewish cocperative organization. 
As Subject's father became convinced that the future of the Jews 
was in Russia under Soviet Comnmism, in 1931 Subject's family 
left the USA for the USSR for Birobidzhen vhere SubjJect's father 
worked as en agronemist (he had sometime prior thereto graduated 
from the National Farm School in Bucks County, Pennsylvania). 


d. According to Subject, his family returned to the USA 
in 1933; the motivating reascn therefor was the 111 health--

Subject alleges that, beceuse they had retained their US citizen- 
ship, they experienced no problems either in leaving the USSR or .- 
in obtaining permission to return to the USA. Moreover, Subject's 
father allegedly did not like life in the USSR; hovever, Subject!s 
mother and sister insisted that they return to the USSR after 
only a brief stay in the USA. ; 


e. As a result, later in 1933 the entire AMON family once 
again returned to the USSR. Again, Subjec. states that they kad no 
probiems in obtaining authorization from the Soviet government 
for this trip to the USSR. Ubon their return to the (SSR, they 
established therselves in Moscow where one Noah LONDON, a friend 
of the family and a construction engineer, took Subject's father 
“into bis employ”. Subject's father vorked in this capacity, in 
the construction industry, from 1933 to 1936. Sonetine atter the 
1936 purges degen, Subject."s father worked for Konsomolsk, a Moscew 
"panel board construction” outfit. In 1936 Subject's father also 
worked for the Paris Carmme as a shoeraker. Subject's mother

f. Subject bezan his elementary education at the Dewitt Clinten 
School in the USA where he studied until 1931; he then studied in 
the Soviet secondary school in Khabarovsk, Birobidzhan, umtil 1933. 
In 1933 he again returned for one semester to the Devitt Clinton 
School. Later in 1933 and 1934 he attended the Anglo-American Schoo) 
in Moscow where he completed his 8th grade of school. He then 
continued his studies from 1933 to 1936 in Public School £327 in the 2hth 
Bauman Rayon. In 1936 he entered the Moscow Avtodorozhniy Institut 
vhere he studied on the civil engineering. faculty, to be a highway 
engines. He graduated in 1941 at vhich time he was sent to assist 
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in the construction of an airirome in Minsk, latfer to the Polish 


station of Janov. 


g In 1937 Subject's mother was dismissed from her position 

and toth she and Subjec>'s fatzer began to feel the pressure of the 
purges. Subject's father, allegedly by appealing to the then President 
KALIWIN, succeeced in again ecquiring exit visas for them to the 
US&. Subject, wo admits that be had become a “gooc Communist” 
then haa gotten “thoroughly steeped” in the Cammmist philosopay, 
elected to remain behind in the USSR. An important consideretica, 
he states, was bis desire to camplete his education which he was 
certain he would not be able to do in the USA for economic ressomse 


h. According to Subject, his father never lost his Americana 
citizenship. Susject's mother, however, in 1936 sppiied for and 
obtained Soviet citizensGsape neceraicg bo Subgsct, Se ostuell 
asciinea Soviet citizenship “by default" although he never applied 
¢uy this in person; he alleges that although he was 16 years of age 
ne tine, he was “granted™ Soviet citizenship by virtue of Bis 


war's applicatica for her own citizensh'v. 


4. Subject remained in Moscow pricr to World War It. In April 
19:0 he married . 
Hina KOISEYIVA 
a bookkeeper by professica,

Recording to Subject, he was then assigned to the Moscow Military

§. In August 1941 Subject states that he was permitted to retura 
to school in order to receive his diploca which was granted him in ; 
(October 1941. Ee was then assigned to the 22nd Yovenno-Dororhaly 
Otryad which vas formed in Mnitrov but which was to4n 488 +o 
Surdal'. Subject states that he was not inducted into the Soviet 
military service sllegecly because “engineers were needed" and 
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- confused in this aspect of his tackground. ) 


Decause, as a mexber of the Mid, this was considered as equivalent 
to military service. Nonetheless, in response to my’ query, Subject 


admitted that this vas unusual as his activities were <2 a kind vhich - . 


vere performed by old woren particularly eince during thts period, 
from October 1941 to September 1942, all able-bodied Soriet males 
were drafted into the Soviet emmy. During this period Subject lived 
in comparstive ease, being assigned to Suzdal and Klin, and other 
towns, According t> Suvject, te wore an M.D wiform but wore no 
insignia. He adzitted that “favored treatrent” was bestowed upon 

him and his femily when the MD assisted him in evacuating his first 
wife and son from Moscow in Augast 1941 to teyond the Urals. (His 
son by his first wite reportedly died on 11 Cetober 1953 of diabetes. ) 


ke In September 1942, Subject received an appcintzent to the 
Moscow end Militery Irfantry Institute from which he graduated in Jue 
TON wed comnm echidna Ge en atone, Ben mee tn oO 0 wy Mh Ot, et Jat 
ee et gets Wee Se AS RET FTI) Slt Eras Oo: ut Le ia cue Soviet 
Infentry. In response to my cvery, Subject again acmitted that this 
appointment was highly umusual as his backsround did not lend itsely 
to this, as appointrents were rade out of tie various military 
branches, and as this ‘mplied that, as a foreioer (American), he vas 
fully end corpletel; trusted tr the Soviet punitive orgens who had 
cleared him both for this training and the institute end for promotion 
to officer status in the Soviet Army. ! 


- 1. Initially he ves sent to Alatev on the Volga, then to Orel 
Wire ix was assigned to the front lines in August 19:2. He was given a 
Platoon of infantry troops in the 415th Infantry Divisien of the 
Soviet Central Front. HSovever, in October 1943 he was wamded; he was 


-hit in the left forehead by e German bullet. Ee was operated on in 


a field hospital ana then transferred to a Moscow hospital after he 
hed recovered sufficiently. He was reclassified after kis recovery 
and found suitable to continue in military service wita the limitation 
thet ke should not serve on the front lines (goden vtoroi stepeni). 


m. Because the wound fetied to heal completely (he has a very 
obvious scar, with approximately a 1" depression, on his forehead), - . 
he “aszed” to be assigned to a warmer clirate. The Soviet authorities, 
he states, cocplied and in January 1944 dispatched htm to Tbilisi 
where he vas placed in a special officer's camp; he ves hospitalized 
again, tad osteomyelitis complications, and ultimately discharged from 
the Soviet military forces. Eovever, Subject provided several 
contradictory stories as to the date of discharge which at various 


' tdmes be indicated occurred in May 19uh, then in July 15-4, and even 


fin August lous, (NOTE: This aspect of Subject's story tothered his 
as it was obvious to the undersimed that Subject had somewhere become 
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n. Upon his discharge, he was returned to the Moscow area vhere 
he was placed in a rest hac» (although Subject admitted thet there 
really existed no need for this as hs bad recovered already prior 
to bis discharge). In continuing his narration, Subject tmiicated 
that the rest of his story "sowwds very strange ani wbelievable" 
but then averred that it was true. i states that, strange as it 
appears and despite the shortage of Soviet nen at the time (1944) 
he could not "find" hinsel? a fob. Ee went to the MVD which did 
offer kin a job in Veliki Luki on the higkvays with the ScyuzDorog< 

royekt ; however, he was not given the job by the officiais 
respoasible for this. As a result, he appealed directly to the 
Minister of the MVD who “tried to intercede™ in Sub‘ect's behalf. 
Allegedly after he was given a full physical exanination, he vas told 
that he could not te essigned to the highwey units for reasons 
which were not Sper sd Out WwW Susject. 


©. Subject then "sought out" work with the Nauchniy Sovet with 
no luck. Ee ultimately chtainei a job with tke Moscow Sovet in the 
Moscow Soviet Senicr Library (sic). in November 194, ata salary 
of GOO rubles, Subject began working in the field of “information 
on mmicipal works--highway construction, architecture, sanitation, 
etc. Fis immediate supervisor vas (fuu) LIZSZDSV, the bead of : 
infermation departzent of the Bydro-Szergy Project. Subject admitted, 
in reply to the undersimed's cuery, that bis vork tas “unusual” a" 
for several reasons. First, he was paid a salary vhich was unusually. © 
high end out of lire with his qualifications. Secondly, though 
pase a salary for ao fuli-time job and position, he actuzlily worked @ 
& part-time basis snd was eble to core and so almost as he vished. 
His work elso included working on abstracts and translatiozs from 
English to Russian, primarily in the field of dams, dam comstruction, 
and hydraulics. . a 


p.- In June 1%:9 Subject states that be was dismissed from the 
foregoing position after he was given the explanation that the flow of 
literature from the USA, which Subject was translating, hsd decreased. 
In actual fact, Sudject states, he was being “purged” because he vas 
a Jev. Ee then found a job as a laboratory assistant in a concrete 
plant where he worked fron July 19:9 to 23 February 1950. Because 
be did not like that job, Subject states he wrote to Stalin personally 
as a result of which, within less than 4 weeks, he vas offered 4-5 | 
different jobs. The positicns vere offered to him by the Moscow 
Comaittee of the CP to vhos “Stalin hsd forwarded the letter". In; 
reply to ny query, Subject admitted that he was not concerned that, . 
by vriting to Stalin, be would come to the attention of the Soviet 
punitive organs, MVD/MGB, which vould undertake to investigate his 
case. Accordingly, on 1 April 1950 Subject was given a Job as an 
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$ engineer with the Bexman District Road Department where he worked 
i : until February 1955. 


q. After he lost his jod in 1949 with the Moscow Sov=t, he states 
that bis relations vith his wife went from ted to worse end ultinetely 
cultixated first in a separaticn and latter in a divorce in 1950. In 
the meantize, he was alreaty living vith

S. Because Subject had inemienenta to his father, using 
“hidden phrases” in their let+ tc each other, about his wish to 
leave the USSR, Subiect's fatner asrived in toe USSR in 197 in 
erder, Subject states, "to estebliss at first hand for hizsel?” 
whether Subject really wisned to "cefect to the USA". Sudject's 
father rezained in the USSR for e total of 10 days. As a result 
of his father's visit, Suoject chanzed his tactics and bezan to 
siteit applicaticns for “isrigration” to the USS. As earlier, these .

t. After he left the Bauman Listrict place of ecnloynent in 
February 1555, Subject foune work as a "free lance translator for 
the Mosccw Torgovaya Paiata. He earced ca ico rubles ser vonth 
translating Engliso larzuase raterial relates to the iron and steel 
aah which was being desigzed ty the S52 fer erection in India. U 
In January 1956 Subject found work as chie? cf the trensletions : 
Bureau of the Reauchno-Isslecov vwlriv institut Ministerstva Mashizo= 
Stroyeniya; his Sunctionas ccasistea primarily Gf supervising the 
transiation of Enslish lencuese marwuels oa technical eqiuirment. 
Again, Ssoject adritted that his work was “weusual™ as, in actual 
fact, he spent 1-2 cays at work, spemt the rest of his tine at hoa, 
and devoted most of his time and enerry to the studies at the 
Insticxte of Pe eee ae Sis salary continued et 13500 rubles 
per month. 


u. In-August 1959 his work came to an end. Cenerally he 
proviceé a contarcictory acccwit in this respect. Initially he 
stated that the position had been eliminated but then chanced this 
story to state that he resiqmed tn August 1956 as he voulz have had 
to begin devoting his full tize to the work. In any csse, his 
resigzuation generally coinc’ ded with his completion of stwzites at 
the Institute of Marxisn-Leninisz. Thereafter, and wil his 
iserigration to the USA in. 162, Subject held no full tice job. 
Ronetheless, he states that he succeeded in earning no less than 
about 11CO rubles per ronth by working as a free lance trenslator 
for the Torgovaya Palata of Moscew. Ee turned cver to the vederstows 
@ sample of his translation e2forts--see the attached tocs. In 
response to.my query, Sudject ecmitted that his work again was of 
such ea nature that he was a free egent, came and vent as he pleased, :

a. Subject adritted that he was a firm ani strong believer of 
Commis vhich, incicentaliy, was the reason wny ne remained vehini 


dn the USSR vhen his parents returned to the ISA in 1937.

He mace ristekes freqoently, te contra- 
dicted hirself, ke eltered dates to accommotste ouner aspects of 
his activities ts correspmma with «tet be bed mentioned earlter, ete, 
Also, Sunject repeatedly tried to cigress from relating his story
